Declares Roosevelt 


SPEECH CREATES A STIR 


Aiserti That It I* .Nation'* Duty to 


Establish Order In Egypt and If She 


Does Not Believe Thli I* Right She 


Should Evacuate—Freedom of City 


of London l« Granted to the Former 
President 


London, June 1.—Theodore Roose- 


velt was presented with the freedom 
of the city of London, aW he accepted 
the honor with a. literalism that led 
ilm into a frankness of speech that 
ireated a sensation in old Guild hall. 
"As the former head of a country 
that once paid tribute to Great Britain 
the American statesman 
gave the 


motherland some bold advice as to 
her duty toward her most troublesome 
dependency In Africa. Mr. Roosevelt 
eulogized British rule in Uganda and 
the.Soudan. 
He also declared that 


Great Britain had given Egypt the 
best government that the country had 
had 'in two thousand years,; but in 
certain vital points it had erred. 
Timidity and sentimentality, he said, 
might cause more harm 
than vio- 


lence and Injustice. 


"Sentimentality," he added, "is the 


most broken reed upon which right- 
eousness can lean." 


Mr. Roosevelt denounced the Na- 


tionalist party of Egypt asvnelther de- 
sirous nor capable of guaranteeing 
primary justice. 
It was trying to 


bring murderous chaos upon the land. 
Either It was or It was not right, for 
Great Britain to.be in Egypt 4nd es- 
tablish order throughout that country. 
If It was not rignt to further this pur- 
pose then the British should get out. 
Some nation, said the former presi- 
dent, must govern Egypt. 
He hoped 


and believed that the English would 
decide that the duty was theirs. • 


As a whole tbe speech constituted 


the most forcible expression on for- 
eign topics that 
the 
distinguished 


visitor has made during his European 
tour. 
He dealt principally with the 


British policy in -Egypt, which Is to- 
day one of the most discussed of Great 
Britain's colonial questions. 
His out- 


spoken views sent a thrill through the 
auditors which Is likely to .be felt 
outside the walls of the ancient coun- 
cil hall.

If this had not been checked there 
would bavfj been danger of placing tbe 
ability of the buttermaker upon tbe 
(jucstlon, "Can you get-us tbe over- 
run?' in place of, "Can you make good 
butter?" It seems as If that idea is 
still encouraged In certain localities. 


The overrun bears n certain rclallon 


to the cotnpositon of the butter, but Is 
not a sure Indication that a high per 
cent of water means a correspondingly 
high overrun. 


A bnttermaker should have an over- 


run that checks fairly well with the 
fat in his butter, provided the loss of 
fnt In tbe process of manufacture has 
been k«?pt at its minimum. . It cannot 
always be said that an overrun of only 
10 per cent is an indication of butter 
having n high fat conient any more 
than a high overrun indicates low flu 
content butter. 


The greatest factor In overrun con- 


trol is the accurate determination of 
the total butter fat delivered tu tun 
creamery. If more butter fat wns de- 
livered than was actually paid fur It 
cannot help but increase the overrun, 
and vice versn. 


Naturally the question arises, "Can 


butter be made to always contain less 
than the legal 10 per cent limit for wa- 
. tor?" The answer is positively "Yes," 
with a fair margin for safet}'. In fact, 
butter can be mnde to not exceed even 
n 15 per cent limit 
A good commer. 


cial product can contain ]4 to 15 per 
cent of water. T3iis, added to the 82.5 
per cent standard for fat, makes a to- 
tal of 00.5 to 07.S per cent, leaving a 
balance of 2.5 to 3.5 per cent for salt, 
casein and ash. 


Since the average" cnsein iind ash 


content need not exceed 1 per 4-cul. 
this leaves 1.5 to 2.5 per cent for salt. 
This amount of salt js not sufficient 
for all grades of butler, nor will li 
meet the demand of all consumers, In 
order to increase thi? suit content there
